Where- 
ever, on the other hand, these qualities prevailed 
im the , the banks prospered. In Mas- 
sachusetts you had fewer bank failures than in 
other States, and why! Solely because moral and 
mtellectual cultivetion was farther advanced there 
among the class who make and manage banks, then 
in the other States. In Scotland, only four or five | 
joint-stock banks bave failed since 1800, and I | 
know the history of every one of them: they were | 
smal! provincial establishments, and the managers | 
of them applied the funds to their own purposes | 
and lost them. In short, all these banks perished 








through dishonesty.
